STUTE BUILDING PUN 


Bricker Will Ask Legislators 


To Abandon Authority 


By Th* Aw*ei*t*e P rm . 
COLUMBUS. Dec. 20 — Gov. 
John W. Bricker indicated today 
that the state will abandon im­ 
mediate plans for a multi million 
dollar institutional building pro­ 
gram following a supreme court 
decision invalidating its finan­ 
cial arrangements for the second 
time. 
The court held proposals of the 
state institutional building auth­ 
ority 
for 
retiring 
construction 
bonds are an evasion of the consti­ 
tution. 
The governor said the decision 
in a test case “closes the door,” 
on the building program and he 
will ask the next legislature to 
abolish the authority. 
The authority had proposed to 
issue bonds worth $4,250,000 • to 
erect new buildings at the Apple 
Creek hospital for feeble-minded, 
but the court found that the bonds 
would become an “ultimate obli­ 
gation" of the state, prohibited 
by the constitution from incur­ 
ring an indebtedness of more than 
$750,000. 
The court, in a previous case 
shortly after the building authori­ 
ty law was passed t,wo years ago, 
held the act unconstitutional and 
it was amended to provide that 
fees paid by pay-patlents in th e . 
hospital would be used to retire 
the bonds. 


$2,370 GOES TO BLIND 
AID FOR 96 IN COUNTY 


Spacial T* Th* R«>i*w. 
LISBON. Dec. 20 — December 
checks totaling $2,370 have been 
mailed to 96 blind pensioners In 
Columbiana county, Ralph Mullen, 
clerk, announced today. The aver­ 
age monthly payments to these 
sightless persons Is $24.68, from a 
Joint county, state and federal fund, 
in which the county appropriates 
two sixths, the state one-sixth, and 
the federal government three-sixths. 
In 1940 the blind ald department 
received $14,267 from the federal 
government, an appropriation of 
$11,904 from the county and $3,769 
state ald. amounting to $29,940, Mr. 
Mullen said. 
In addition to relief 
to the blind, 17 cases of impaired I 
vision were given medical treat­ 
ment In the past year, with com- J 
plete cures reported in 15 cases and j 
ll of the persons now are back at I 
their employment. 
However, the department's pro­ 
gram will be reduced next year 
under the proposed slashing of 
county expenses, as state and fed- J 
eral grants are based on the county j 
appropriation, which was $11,940 In 
1940, and is set at $6,000 in the I 
proposed 1941 budget.

Today And Tomorrow 


Roosevelt’s Plan To Aid Great Britain Passes 


Under Microscope And Proves To Be Real Thing 


By W A LTER LIPPM A N N 


W 
ITH the announcement of the 
President's plan to help Great 
BriUin by lending her arms this 
country passes from large prom­ 
ises carried out slyly and partially 
by clever devices to substantial 
deede openly and honestly avowed. 
The more the plan iejitudled the 
more surely will It receive the sup­ 
port of the American people. For 
it Is a sound plan, baaed squarely 
on the principle of all aid to Great 
Britain short of war; It la an effec­ 
tive 
plan 
for 
the 
immediate 
strengthening of the American na­ 
tional defense; It is a farsighted 
and wise plan for the Insurance of 
the vital Interest of the United 
SUtee during the war, after th* 
war, and whatever the course and 
outcome of the war. 
The basic principle of the plan 
ie that the toUl war resources of 
this country shall he controlled by 
the United States government and 
used only for the defense of Ameri­ 
can interests. 
It does away at one stroke with 
f he whole notion that the United 
Htates will sell lethal weapons to 
the highest bidder; It sets up the 
doctrine that the traffic In arms Is 
not a commercial affair between 
private interests and foreign gov. 
eminent* hut that it* is a national 
affair Involving the defense of 
American vital interests. 
As a result of the election It was 
settled by agreement of both par­ 
ties that at this stage of the war. 
it la an American vital interest 
that Great Britain shall conduct a 
victorious resistance. 
Since that Is the settled national 
policy, the supplying of arms to 
Great Britain cannot be allowed to 
depend upon Great Britain’! ca­ 
pacity to pay or upon the willing­ 
ness or ability of American manu­ 
facturers to reach profitable bar­ 
gains brith the British government. 
For lf it ie now en American In- 
Ieieat to supply Great Britain, then 
there must be a national and not a 
private plan to supply Great Brit­ 
ain. 


f P at any time tn the future It sp- 
A peers 
that 
the 
purposes 
of 
Great Britain are not abo Ameri­ 
can purposes, we must retain In 
our hands the tight and the means 
to maintain our own interests. 
Now, here Is a plan which does 
both of these things: Guarantees 
full ald to Britain short of war 
and. when properly developed, will 
go very far Indeed toward guaran­ 
teeing the Interests of the United 
States In the prosecution of the 
war, In th* settlement and In the 
postwar period. 
it Is not a plan devised by priv­ 
ate committees. 
It Ie the plan of 
th* President of the United States 
who Is charged with the conduct 
of foreign relet Ion* end Ii the com 
mander-ln-chlef of all the armed 
forcee. 
There la no phase of this plan 
which In principle—the practtcel 
details, of course, remain 
to 
be 
scrutinised — will not stand th* 
test of open debate, least of all on 
the question of whether It Is In 
fact a measure short of war. It Is 
a measure short of war — 8,000* 
miles short of war. 
For every American action un­ 
der thti plan occurs within the 
territorial llmita of 
the 
United 
Slate*, lf Hitler chose to consider 
the plan an act of war, he would 
have to croes the Atlantic ocean 
to fight us about IL That Is some­ 


thing be certainly cannot do as 
long as the British are at war with 
him and. according to Gen. Rob­ 
ert E. Wood, acting chairman of 
the 
American 
First 
Committee, 
that is something Hitler could not 
do even lf be won the war.

"EN. WOOD may be too much 
1 of an optimist when he rests 
his whole case on the assurance 
that “there is absolutely no dan­ 
ger of an Invasion of the United 
States even lf Germany Is com­ 
pletely victorious.** But if he Is 
right in thinking that a victor­ 
ious Hitler cannot 
attack 
ut, 
then there is no risk whatever 
In Jhe President’s policy. 
If the America First Committee 
ie right that we cannot be at­ 
tacked lf 
we do help 
Britain, 
then clearly we cannot be at­ 
tacked if we do help Britain. And 
if Gen. Wood ta only partially 
right, then a policy which may 
Insure the victory of Great Brit­ 
ain and will certainly and at th* 
very 
least Insure 
the 
military 
exhaustion of Germany Is a way 
of making Gen. 
Wood’s 
assur­ 
ances doubly sure. 
The positive advantages of the 
plan 
are 
so 
numerous and to 
weighty that not even the Presi­ 
dent, who must have been matur­ 
ing it for some time, has as yet 
stated them fully. 
First, by abolishing 
the dis­ 
tinction between production 
for 
American defense and production 
to fill private commercial con­ 
tracts with foreign governments 
the whole armament work of the 
United 8tstes becomes an Ameri­ 
can national effort. 
Though there Is not space here 
to develop this point, U will, I 
am confident, be found that un­ 
der the plan Industry and labor 
will be working solely for Ameri­ 
ca and only on this principle will 
a genuine program to speed up 
and coordinate 
the 
effort 
be­ 
come possible. 
Second, by abolishing the fin­ 
ancial bottleneck caused by the 
difficulty of converting all Brit­ 
ish 
assets, 
for example 
street 
railways In the Argentine, Into 
American 
dollars, 
there 
disap­ 
pears any doubt as to whether 
Great Britain la to receive all 
possible material assistance from 
this country. 
This 
is 
extremely 
Import­ 
ant 
not 
merely 
In 
what 
It 
means by way of material sup­ 
plies 
but no less 
In 
what 
it 
meana to the British people to 
know 
without 
further 
haggling 
that 
the 
full industrial 
power 
of America la behind them. Men 
fight with guns. with food, and 
with hope, and this plan pledges 
them guns, food, and what la no 
Ieee necessary hope. 
It removes boldly and greatly 
the Intolerable notion that Brit­ 
ain would be permuted to fall 
because the last Argentine tram 
car could not be converted into 
American dollars. 
Third, because this plan really 
does help Great Brltatu, 
and

not merely a profitable commer­ 
cial traffic, it gives us a Hen — I 
will not say on the gratitude—

One of the possibilities of the 
test he is undergoing, fondly ex­ 
plored right now by Mussolini's 
enemies, Is that the war may cause 
Italy to overthrow its dictator. 
That would be an Ironic twist In 
Mussolini's tempestuous career — 
if the war Into which his martial 
policies forced Italy should lead 
to his own downfall. 
It la wishful thinking when Mus­ 
solini's critics hope Italian 
re­ 
verse! in Greece and Egypt may 
unseat him, however. 
Undoubted­ 
ly, he Ie in grave trouble, but it 
precedents are any guide It will 
take more devastating defeats than 
any in prospect now to dethrone 
Mussolini. 
During the Spanish civil war, 
Italian forces suffered a severe de­ 
feat at Guadalajara without even 
starting a rumor of overthrowing 
him. He will not be an easy man 
to supplant. He baa made certain 
of 
that 
by keeping 
th* upper 
hand. 
The secret of dictatorship is to 
make certain that nothing hap­ 
pens to upset the government. Jo­ 
seph Stalin a year ago was being 
pushed 
around, 
figuratively, 
by 
th* Flans, but the only Russians 
who lost prestige or life as tbs 
result were Stalin’* underlings. 
. Mussolini, likewise, has 
been 
shifting blame for the disappoint 
Int results of 
the Greek and 
Egyptian campaigns. While It re­ 
mains true that he is responstbla 
for ltading Italy Into th* war, he 
ta not accepting responsibility for 
failure to achieve success. 
Mili­ 
tary underlines are being blamed. 
DURING the first World war.* 
the steady retreat of tb* Ger­ 
man armies In the summer of 1918 
did not cause the abdication of 
Kaiser Wilhelm; It was not until 
the complete surrender of Ger­ 
many that th* kaiser was driven 
from his throne. 
As for the 
democracies, the 
crushing blows struck by the Ger­ 
man armies earlier In IH I did not 
cause even so much as a change 
In the premierships of Great Brit­ 
ain and France. Lloyd Georg* and 
Clemanceau wert retained In pow­ 
er because they seemed the best 
mon for the posts, military re­ 
verses or no military ravers**. 
Nicholas II remained on th* Roa­ 


sts n throne as dictator despit* 
military defeats 
in 
the 
Russo- 
Japanese war of 1904-05. and rev­ 
olution in St. Petersburg. 
Col­ 
lapse of the tsardom in 1917 was 
due primarily to internal disinte­ 
gration; it occurred many months 
after the first of the crushing 
defeats sustained by the Russian 
armies, 
As for the outstanding dictator 
of the last century Napoleon re­ 
tained absolute power after his dis­ 
astrous retreat from Moscow and 
did not abdicate until two years 
later when be literally bad no army 
left with which to fight any longer. 
Even then be had little trouble 
selling power again when he re­ 
turned from BS ba though his defsat 
at Waterloo in 1815 was too crush­ 
ing 
to permit 
him to struggle 
further. 


A 
TABLE of probabilities worked 
out on the basis of what hat 
happened to IS notable dictators 
— Alexander the GreeL Julius 
Caesar, Augustus Caesar, Oliver 
Cromwell, 
Nepoleon 
Bonaparte, 
Napoleon III, Porflrio Dias, Lenin, 
Ataturk. Primo de Rivera. Pllsud- 
ski. 
Machado, 
Mussolini. 
Stalin 
and Hitler — Indicates that Mus­ 
solini will not disappear from the 
scene in the near future. 


If past examples are any indica 
tion, there la a SO 50 chance that 
the Italian dictator will continue 
in power until he dies a natural 
death. There la not much chance 
that he will be assassinated, only 
one chance in six that he will be 
driven front power by force of 
foreign arms, and one chance In 
tour that he will be deposed by 
revolt at home. 
Of the 12 dead among the 15 
dictators listed, one half held on 
and died natural deaths In office: 
Alexander, 
Augustus, 
Cromwell, 
Lenin, 
PUsudski 
and 
Ataturk. 
Five of the others died 
natural 
deaths in exile: Both Napoleons. 
Dias, Rivera and Machado. 
Only 
th* Napoleons owed their fall to 
foreign arms. 
In only one case of the ll. Julius 
Caesar, was th* dictator assassi­ 
nated at home. Nor do the 16 dic­ 
tators follow any definite pattern 
in the length of tim* they managed 
to hold on. 
Seven, including Hit­ 
ler, reigned lese than IO years. 
Six, including Mussolini and Stalin, 
held on for about 15 years, th* 
other* being Alexander, the Napo­ 
leons and Ataturk. But Dias ruled 
in Mexico for SS years before he 
was drivan out. and Augustus was 
dictator for more than 40 years 
before be died.

Modern Magic 
POTATOES produced without eon 
or sunlight? 
Fabrics made 
without wool or cotton? 
It can be don* by the magic of 
electrochemistry. Dr. Colin G. Fink 
of Columbia university say*. 
Dr. Fink explains tbat while “it 
Is difficult to prophesy without bo­ 
ing fantastic” the artificial produc­ 
tion of foodstuff* and fabrics Is 
fully possible. 
Fundamentally, Dr. Fink Baya th* 
synthetic production of potatoes re­ 
quires nothing more than th* sub­ 
stitution of one form of energy, 
electricity, for another, light. Just 
ss th* sunlight furnishes th* energy 
for plants to create starches, so 
electricity can be used as the energy 
for manufacturing these same com­ 
pounds artificially. 
In the synthetic production of po­ 
tatoes, th* constituents of potato 
starch—carbon, hydrogen and oxy­ 
gen—are driven together to form 
the compound by means of electri­ 
city. This same “driving together”. 
be said. Is done In plant* by light 
furnished by the sun.

WE THINK one of the major outrages of these 
times la the disappearance from the modern 
American home of the rocking chair. 
It was for 
many years an institution in every well-regulated 
household in this country. 
It was one of the no­ 
blest creations of civilization. 
You seldom aee a rocking chair now. save In old. 
time domiciles which have somehow withstood the 
vulgar intrusions of modernity. We cannot put our 
finger on the exact moment In American history 
when the insidious process of elimination of the 
rocking chair began, but we can name the perpetra­ 
tors of this act of sabotage of man’s comfort. It was 
the ladies. 
Modern ladles, to be specific. 
They claim the 
rocking chair was too cumbersome and homely to 
fit in with the esthetic furniture schemes of this 
era. But we suspect their animus goes deeper than 
that. 
We suspect they resented the rocking chair 
because It was a gift of providence to the special 
ease of the gentlemen. It could be shared by ladles, 
to be sure, but not with any great pleasure, first 
because they are not built to occupy a rocking chair 
the way nature intended, and second becanse they 
always handicapped themselves with too many 
trappings. 
The way a gentleman enjoyed a rocking chair was 
to take off his coat, let down his suspenders, put 
the stomach in his lap, cross one leg over the other 
and produce a gentle, soothing rocking motion by 
occasionally touching the floor with the toe.

These steel-clad corsets the old time ladies used 
to wrap up In required them to sit bolt upright, 
and a lady sitting Dolt upright In a rocking chair 
never looked her best.

As the modem lady, young or old. is 
seldom without her girdle, the rocking chair had to 
go. 
By way of easing their conscience for despoiling 
the gentlemen of their rocking chairs, the modern 
ladies have supplied big, fat, overstuffed chairs 
which are immovable and are giving our gentlemen 
double chin* on the back of the neck from sliding 
up and down in them.

When the creaking stopped, it was a warning to 
break clean. 
The only high clast rocking we get nowadays is 
when we go to Saratoga Springs during the August 
race meet. 
They have plenty of rocking chairs on 
th* verandas of the ancient hotels there, and we 
sit and rock to our heart’s content. Th# only draw. 
back is that the creak In those rockers is deceptive. 
It may be just the good old musical creak that you 
expect of a rocker and then again it may be th* 
first Intimation of the sudden collapse of the chair 
under you. 
But we will tell you one thing. 
In the elysium 
of our planning, which will be for gentlemen only, 
there will be a rocking chair In every room.
